All Taxpayers should read the following and comply with it: 
Section 35, Chapter 81, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1944. 


Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give rea- 
sonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting notifi- 
cations in some public place in Town, or shall notify them, in 
such ways as the town, at its annual Meeting directs, to make 
and bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls and all 
their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from tax- 
ation, of which they were possessed on the first day of April of 
the same year. If any resident owner after being reasonably 
requested thereto by the Assessors does not bringin such lists, 
heis thereby barred of his right to make application to the As- 
sessorsor the County Commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes, unless he offers such list with his applicationand satis- 
fies them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed. 
The request upon non-resident owners may be proved by a no- 
tice sent by mail directed to the last known address of the tax- 
payer or given by any method that brings notice home to the 


taxpayer.

To the Municipal Officers and inhabitants of Brownville: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first report as your Town 
Manager. 


I feel that the town has enjoyed avery succesful year in most 
of its departmental accounts. In our highway accounts, a little 
different method of procedure was initiated in regard to re- 
surfacing the streets. A mulching process was used which re- 
quires more material to be used per square yard and there- 
fore cuts downon the area thatcan be covered per year. How- 
ever,-I feel, this is a more lasting method and will be used 
extensively again this coming year. ' Three streets in Brownville 
Jct. were newly tarred this past year with the remaining untarred 
streets scheduled for tarring this coming season. 


We also plan to change the grade of the road on outer Front 
Street which will doaway with the dangerous condition that ex- 
ists there and tostraighten and lower the grade of the road that 
runs by the residense of Paul Ryder. 


The State aid and Town Road Improvement monies were not 
used this past year. It was our belief that if these accounts 
were held and combined with the coming years appropriation, 
more road could be constructed with the available funds. The 
State aid money will be used to further construction on the 
Schoodic Lake road while the Town Road Improvement money 
will be used to re-construct Stickney hill. 


Charity accounts are extremely hard to control and itis e- 
qually difficult to try to look ahead and fore see what the needs 
of the town will be in these cases, however as a result ofa 
favorable year, it seems to be in order to recommend a slight 
decrease in appropriations for the coming year. 
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Ihave certainly appreciated the wholehearted support given 
me by the municipal officers and the citizens of Brownville, 
and lock forward to the coming year.

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JUNIOR - SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


On the whole, the first year of operation as a six year school 
has been satisfactory. I believe that more can be done for the 
pupils another year in the basic subjects with the advantages 
of better library facilities and other contemplated improve- 
ments. The program of improving the classrooms should be 
continued; this includes installation of lights on the first floor, 
new seating and redecoration. 


The basements of this building need to be replaced and sup- 
plied by an adequate service of water to the building. This is 
a project which has been much needed in the past but other items 
seemed more important. 


THE SINCLAIR LAW 


There are many benefits to be derived from this law which I 
believe that you:should investigate as I pointed out to you last 
year on pages 51 and 52 of your Annual Report. You made a 
decision at that time which prompts me to ask that you continue 
your thought by three articles in your warrant. 

1. To further study the advantages of the law with other towns. 


2. To appropriate money to begin to meet the standards for 
accreditation before 1960 (this is not compulsory but desirable). 


3. To appropriate or provide the funds to construct that which 
would be necessary to meet the housing facilities required by 
the standards for accredition. 


MINIMUM STATE SALARY LAW 
Effective July 1, 1958 


"Sec. 237-A. Minimum salaries for teachers. Each admin- 
istrative unit operating public schools within the State shallem- 
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ploy only certified teachers and after July 1, 1958, shall pay 
such teachers, except substitute’teachers as defined by the State 
Commissioner of Education, the minimum salaries as follows:

I hereby present my annual report for the period of Jan.1- 
DSC ol, Lo0ts 


School Health 


Anadequate school health program depends on the cooperation 
of all the guiding forces that enter into the life of the child. And 
like any program more can be accomplished with aplan that co- 
ordinates the aims with the desired results, using all the fa- 
cilities that are available. 


During the past year your school nurse has assisted the school 
physician, Dr. Curtis with his examinations of the students. 
Cards have been sent when defects were found. Home visits 
have been made at the request of the teachers, and when the 
need has been indicated. 


Immunizations have been offered againstdiphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus, smallpox, and polio. Manyparents have taken 
advantage of this opportunity to have their children protected 
against these dread diseases. This spring Patch tests will be 
offered to all the pupils in this area. Last spring the audio- 
meter was used to test the hearing of many of the pupils. 


Many children in this area are attending one of the clinics in 
Bangor that are sponsored by the Bureau of Health. 


Tuberculosis Control 


Tuberculosis is still the number one killer of all the infec- 
tious diseases. Only by continuing our program of education 
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and research will this disease be conquered. Your public health 
nurse, working in cooperation with the Division of Tuberculosis 
Control and the physicians in this area is making every effort 
to find those unknown cases that areaconstant threat to others; 
to get under treatment those who are known to have the disease, 
and to return to normal life those who have recovered. 


I want to thank all those who have helped during this past year. 
This service is always available in helping to solve your health 
problems.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


Public Health Nursing was carried out in Brownvillein all ca- 
tegories with the exception of tuberculosis and school which are 
carried out by the Piscataquis County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association. 


Home visits were made to infants, preschool and crippled 
children, and adults, to counsel mothers and give health edu- 
cation. 


A series of 3 child health conferences sponsored by the Junior 
Welfare Club was held in the Masonic Hall in Brownville, in 
March, AprilandMay. In Brownville Jct. the series of 3 child 
health conferences was sponsored by the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation and alsoheld in March, April and May. These provided 
an opportunity for eachinfant and preschool child tohave acom- 
plete physical examination, and give mothers anopportunity to 
discuss their child's health needs with the doctor and the public 
healthnurse. The total attendance of the Brownville conferences 
was 66. Nineteen children were immunized against whooping’ 
cough, diphtheria and tetanus; 23 children were immunized a- 
gainstpolio; and 7 childrenhad smallpox vaccination. Twenty- 
five physical examinations were given. In Brownville Jct. the 
total attendance was 92, with 45 physical examinations given. 
Twenty-seven children were immunized against whooping cough, 
diphtheria and tetanus; 10 children were immunized against 
polio; and 5 received smallpox vaccinations. 


Pediatric, Cardiac, Orthopedic, Mental Health and Hard of 
Hearing Clinics are held regularly in Bangor for those child- 
ren referred by their family doctor. 7
